WHEN A JUDGE TURNS CENSOR 
J a c k Tui-jier, a re po rt ei* fo r 
the 
New' 
Yo rk Daily News, was cited fo r co ntempt 
because the new spaper published news o f 
a “star sessio n” trial. 
Chief Justice F. 
Bleakley, o f the New' Yo rk supreme co urt, 
no t o nly refused to punish the repo rter, 
but deno unced the ho lding o f trials in 
seciet. 
The re p o iie r is pro tected by the 
co r.stitutio ns o f the United Slates and the 
state o f New "^'o rk, the chief justice re­ 
minded. 
Jiuiges o ccasio nally turn censo r and try 
U) dictate to luwvspaper edito rs ana rep o r­ 
ters w h a t shall lie printed and w’hat shall 
be supressed. 
Judges in many cases have 
been reversed o n appeal, the co urts abo ve 
ho lding th a t freedo m o f the press shall 
be respected. 
Jiuiges are co mmissio ned 
fo r judical duties, no t to edit new sp a­ 
pers. 
There are laws fo r the punishment 
o f new’spapers w hich misbehave. 
So me time ago a judge in Texas flatly 
to ld repo rters 
in

that 
they 
sho uld no t publish news o f a trial tiien in 
]>ro gress. T w o new spapers published re- 
])o rts. Fwo I’o po rlers and two edito i's were 
cited fo i’ co ntempt, heard and sentenced.
